REPORTER'S REFLECTIONS 
— Ha lloween is two weeks from 
tonight, but a ccording to a well- 
esta blished 
pa ttern 
“ trick 
or 
trea ters,” will be out most a ny 
night now. 


In recent yea rs householders 
ha ve been pla gued with “ trick or 
trea ters,” ma ny who ma ke the 
bea t over a nd over a ga in, others 
who come from other neighbor­ 
hoods, a nd still others who a re 
brought into Dixon from other 
communities to work neighbor­ 
hoods in the city. 


The pra ctice ha s so a bused 
discretion a nd good ta ste tha t 
we feel comment should be 
ma de in time for pa rents to 
give some thought a bout when to 
turn out or ta ke their “ trick­ 
sters or trea ters.” 


It is a volunta ry ma tter when 
pa rents a llow children to go “ trick 
or trea ting,” since we live in a 
free a nd open society. The only 
restriction on the night-time move­ 
ment of children is the curfew 
a nd there is none concerning a d­ 
ults. 


The a ge of children who a re 
the worst offenders is such tha t 
pa rents still control their goings 
a nd comings in the evening or 
night-time hours. 


We fea r this ma y be a nother 
expression of a “ gimme” society 
in which people a re so a ccus­ 
tomed to receiving wha t they, or 
their children desire, tha t it seems 
rightfully theirs. 


We a re inclined to believe the 
psychologica l ma turity of such a 
pentiment is so clea rly tha t of a 
child, tha t we could hope no fur­ 
ther comment would be neces- 
la ry . 


Sa dly, we a re of the opinion 
tha t children a re so much in 
control through their own dom­ 
ina tion of their pa rents or be­ 
ca use pa rents a re so condition­ 
ed to ma king lddlike va lue judg­ 
ments tha t a few words here 
a sking pa rents to keep their 
kids off the streets a nd from 
ma king the “ trick or trea t” 
rounds until, a t lea st, the eve­ 
ning before Ha lloween, will he 
of no a va il. 


In the a bsence of showing other 
householders this courtesy, we 
suggest tha t pa rents ought to 
dress up a long with the kids, ta ke 
ba gs a nd go with them beca use 
they a re the ones responsible for 
the “ trick or trea ters” ma king 
their rounds.

carefully;

trustworthiness 
must be beyond question. 
It us­ 
ually helps if she is someone you 
know personally. Otherwise, you 
should check her references care­ 
fully. 


She should be a person who 
genuinely 
likes 
children 
and 
who will follow’ your instructions. 
Make it a firm rule that she is 
not to use the telephone for per­ 
sonal calls. In that way you can 
call her from the party from time 
to time to reassure yourself. 


Pick a sitter who knows how­ 
to give first aid for minor cuts 
and bruises but who will watch 
the children carefully enough so 
that such accidents will be rare. 


Instruct her to keep the radio 
or television turned low enough 
that she can hear the phone if it 
rings or the baby if he cries. Let 
her know when you will be back 
and if you find that you will he 
delayed, call and tell her so. Hir­ 
ing a baby sitter is a two-way 
obligation. 


One very successful sitter lists 
some of the rules she has found 
work very well 
in 
caring for 
young children. She does not use 
physical force except to avoid an 
accident but by planning ahead 
she prevents its occurrence. She 
does not pursue a policy of peace 
at any price but sees that the 
rules of the house and of her own 
common sense are complied with. 
To the plea: “ But my parents let 
me do it.” her stock reply is: 
“ Then wait and do it when they 
are home.” 


Although she tries to leave a 
house as tidy as she found it, she 
will neglect the necessary picking 
up to comfort an unhappy child. 
She always tries to m ake each

You m ay con­ 
sider yourself lucky if you find 
a baby sitter with half these vir­ 
tues, but if you can t find a good 
one, it is better to stay home.

ible) in our gold crisis.

What happens 
if the “ myth” of business cycles 
again proves not to be a “ myth” 
at all? Where would not a de­ 
pression but even a perfectly nor­ 
mal, orthodox recession leave us 
with our unlimited commitments?
